“My. husband was a man of wild 
illusions and ruthless impulse and we 
just couldn’t get along. I left him 
after four days of married life. He 
beat me several times causing terrible 
bruises about my body. On the night 
before we separated he beat me be- 
cause I refused to aid in a payroll 
robbery. I had enough of that and I 
left him. He said he was going to 
kill me and I knew that he loved to 
play with a pistol too much and would 
pull the trigger one time too many.

MASS IS CELEBRATED 
AT TOMB OF CHRIST 
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Christian peoples regard Christ mere- 
ly as a great saint. 

Five thousand Christians from Je- 
rusalem and other thousands 
neighboring villages, garbed as in 
Biblical times, escorted the patriarch 
to the church. They were followed 
by flocks of sheep and goats which 
they were unable to abandon in the 
fields. Arrived at the church, the 
patriarch donned the sacrificial robes 
and conducted vespers. 3 

Pilgrims from every country in the 
world, many of them American prel- 
ates, crowded the basilica and visited 
the grotto, which now is beneath the 
surface of the earth and lighted by 
15 lamps. Four of the lamps repre- 
sent the Latin church, five are Ar- 
menian and six are Greek. They 
burn around a vermillion star fitted 
into the marble pavement, which bears 
a Latin inscription: 

“Hic de Vergine 
Christus Natus Est.“ 

The patriarch celebrated the mass 
and then led the congregaticn through 
the basilica, bearing aloft in his own 
hands an image of the infant Jesus. 
This was deposited in the manger in 
the corner of the grotto on the very 
spot where, according to legend, the 
Virgin Mary laid the newborn babe 
on a bed of straw. The shepherds 
repeated the scene of adoration gone 
through by their forebears who, direct- 
ed by angels, came to adore the Mes- 
siah. The image then was placed on 
the high altar of the Latin church, 
where it will remain 12 days until 
the feast of the Epiphany.
